FARM LAND IS 
DAMAGED BY LEAK 
IN THE BIG INCH 


Hundreds of Acres of Farm 
L.and Are Ruined, It Is 
Reported 


LAKES ARE POLLUTED 


Streams Will Be Useless For 
Months, It Is 
Believed 


T h e "Big Inch” sprung a l e a k in 
Bucks County yesterday aud last 
night State police stood guard iii a 
w tile area of 
Bucks county after 
workmen had halted the flow of 
thousands ot barrels of highly in 
flammable crude oil gushing from 
a break in the Big Inch pipeline 
over farmlands and nearby creek 
beds. 
The leak was halted 
after the 
workmen had closed valves ut New 
ilope and lauisdulc, each ten miles 
from tin* section of tin* line where 
tile break occurred. 
Police from tin* Doylestown and 
Quakertown barracks were station­ 
ed about the area as the emergency 
pipeline crew worked all night re­ 
placing ii new section in tin* line 
The break occurred at it a. rn. on 
the farm of Harry Cope, near Lime­ 
kiln road. one mile west of Doyles­ 
town. The break is the second In 
five days. The first, occurring Sat­ 
urday at Intercourse, near Lancas­ 
ter, was repaired after only a few 
hours’ interruption. 
Streaming from the 20-inch line 
n ii s t e a d y gusher, the crude oil 
lilied a small lake on the 
Cope 
property, overflowed into a small 
stream and swept four miles to the 
Neshaminy Creek. 
Farmers along 
the waterways were w a r n e d of the 
danger and advised to pen up their 
livestock. 
Farmers said that thousands of 
dollars 
worth of 
farm 
property 
have been ruined

streams will lie useless for months.
